Il Is my good fortune to have 
met Johnson, and to lutvc heard 
from him the following story of the 

days when the clover-loaf brand 

was young : 
" The prondeal hour of my life 

wiih wh<»n I sat. on a horseshoe keg 
and watobad a blacksmith as, with 
• left manlpnlatlon of tire and bam* 
mer and anvil, ho fashioned the 

original clover-leaf brand. I told 
the smith to spare neither time nor 

expense in its making, and the 
figure oame Olll with thin, even 
edge*, and as true as a die in out. 
line. Then, by Indiscernible weld- 
ing, it wiih made the end of u lluee 

foot rod, tl ther extremity of 

which was bent lo from a handhold. 

The finished product wiih suited for 

long, hard service, and, what la also 
of importance, was one that would 

brand Cattle without mutilation and 
with a minimum of burning 

" The next, day I started for the 
high mountains witti live bundled 
Cattle, which I was running on 
shares. Every fourth calf was to be 
my own, and before the .season was 
over a number of the small fiy were 

wearing the clover leaf. 

" Duplicating the grateful im- 
print of my iron gave me such plea 
surable thrills that in the long wails 
between calves, I sometimes fell to 
decorating the lightning-scarred 

lieesiuid fallen logs about myeinnp. 

"The other cow mi abed my 

Attention tO this weakness by 
roughshod and well-taken jests, 
and have ever since called me 
(lover Leaf Johnson As this 
name was also given to distinguish 

me from my nearest neighbor, 

whom they called Oattle Thief 

Johnson, I did not in the least ob- 
ject to the title. 

"Some of my joeuli.t friends 
declared I put several brands on 

each eaif, although this I denied 

emphatically. Befoie returning to 
the foot-hills that fall, however, I 
did go to just, such an extreme of 
'art. for art's sake' under conditions 
that were somewhat unusual. 

"The cattle f was running wen- 
allowed to roam at will over the 
mountain and my piincipal business 
after getting them 'haunted,' waste 
keep the salt-licks filled and to look- 
out for animals that were sick or dip- 
pled. Late "Ik- evening I found a 
cow and a steer that, seemed to have 
been torn by some wild animal, 
and with the Intention "f treating 
their wounds the next, day, 1 ran 
them into a corral that had been 
built near the huge lone oak under 

which I camped. 
" Before dawn the following 

morning I was bimy cooking break* 

fast when a pitiful bawling arose 
from the corral. Thinking that one 

of the cow brutes was goring the 
Other, I Seised my branding iron, 

which happened to be the only 
weapon near at hand, and rushed 

tO the rescue. 

"I OOUld not sec what was hap- 
pening inside the enclosure, as the 
stockade was of logs piled live feet 

high; but without hesitation I 

vaulted, clearing the top log neatly 
under the circumstances far ton 
neatly, foi aH my legs swung down 
ward I caught sight of the un 
offending Steer cowering in the 
farther corner, and not. fifteen feet 
from the spot wheie I must alight 
the cow hay prostrate and bleeding 
with a big grizzly walking round her. 
" Ordinarily I am not a scatter- 
-vil, but. on this Occasion I certain- 
ly attempted a backward leap from 
a foundation of light, mountain air, 
and in consequence, landed Hat on 

my back, with arms and legs 

sprawling. 

"My plight demanded action 
Hwift and strong, for the moment! 
hit the ground the grizzly made for 
me with just BUCh an up-and over 
hop iih a spider executes when 
pimping a fly. Just how I evaded 
his charge I could never say. 1 
knOW <inly|t.liat I got out of the corral 
very quickly, and with the bear 
close behind, raced for my lone oak. 

"The lower limbs of IhiH old 



giant blanched some five or ax feet 
above my head, and the great girth 
of the trunk offered little hope of 
ascent by the 'shinning' process I 
should certainly have become meat 
for the giggly had it not been for 
the branding-Iron, which 1 hail for- 
gotten to drop, and the thought that 
I might hook the handle end over a 
stub which projected at. the base of 
the lowest bianeh. 

" The claws and teeth in the im 
mediate icar heartened me for the 
leap of my life I was fortunate 
enough to hook the snag with a 
single can-fully limed sweep of the 
iron, and with no noticeable pause 

in my upward flight, I ascended to 

a foot-hold in the crown of the tree. 

"The grizzly, though falling in an 
awkward heap from his first spring 
at my receding legs, seemed unwill- 
ing lo admit that he was not a lice 
climber; anc spreading himself out 
like a Hying squirrel against the 
broad trunk, he dug his huge claws 
into the rough bark ami began 
inching his way upward 

"Tile tree leaned from the direc- 
tion of the prevailing winds, and 
this, with the bear's great zeal and 
strenuous application, gave some 
promise of his attaining his ambi- 
tion in spite of natural disadvan- 
tages He becam oquife encouraged 
ovei his prospects; lull when he 
bad climbed a couple of feet, I 
reached down and hit him u clout 
over the head wiih the handhold 
of my iron. Thcstoui rod rebound- 
ed from the Idow as if the old 
fellow's hide were made of india- 
rubber, but it affected his temper 
Violently, and with a guttural snarl, 
he dropped all holds, and promptly 
slid to the ground 

" VVe played this game until high 
noon. The grizzly could not resist 
the impulse to return bulTci for 
clout, and upon every withdrawal of 
his fore hooks he dropped hack lo 

mother earth • always landing in a 

sitting posture, with a bump so 
harsh that, his teeth would rattle. 

" Finally Ik* biok a recess, and 
after stirring abOUl my camp for H 
while, ate dinner for us both. 
Everything in* did not eat he tore 
to pieces or overturned Flour, 

bacon, bedding. beans, stock salt, 
dried fruit and sugar he 'pied' with 
grave satisfaction, ignoring com- 
pletely flu* wild whoops and the 
livelv war-dance willi which 1 shove 
to divert him. 

"Then, as if with the thought of 
settling his dinner, he reclined on 
bulging side, and watched me with 
languid interest while 1 took up my 
belt a couple of holes and wondered 
how long it would be before I get 
another square meal myself 

For me nothing clears the brain 
like fasting, and after an hour of 
silent contemplation, I began to 
wink out a scheme which promised 
a net combination of business and 
pleasure. First I procured some 
dry branches and built a lively fire 
la the saddle-shaped crotch of two 
gigantic limbs. Then 1 climbed 
out to where a storm twisted branch 
threw out a luxuriant growth of new 
shoots, and OUt a couple of stout 
stav.-s six feet in length. One of 
these I whittled lo a sharp point at 
the tapering end; the other I lashed 
lo the handle of Hie branding iron 
by means nf my leathern bell and 
some buckskin strings which 1 found 
in my pocket. 

" By this time the liie hail .1 
foundation of coals, in which I 
bedded the clover leaf While I 
waited for the iron to heat, I offend 
ed I he reclining grizzly by pelting 
him with chunks of oak bark, and 
when he came protesting to the base 
of the oak, by some vigorous dim 
with the pointed staff. Upon this, 
he took up the cares of the woi Id 
again, aspiring, as before dinner, 
to become a t ice climber. 

" But I caused him to defer the 

preliminary trUnk-grapplIng effort 

by vigorous prods with the sharp 
stick. Then, as he reared in a 
great rage lo threaten and pai 
I let him oheW and claw the slalT 
foi a moment, while I thrust, the 
branding-iron under the guard, 
slapped the glowing clover leaf on 
his breast, and held it firmly an in 
stant, while the ovoihcated metal 
Settled through his shaggy coal. 

" It was a very much discomfited 
and outraged grizzly that withdrew 
from the dense little cloud of singed 
hail smoke. As he backed about, 

angrily spitting out bits of the 
splintered Staff and examining his 
fore quarters in grave amazement, 



I observed with keen delight that 
the clover leaf had taken splendid- 
ly. The imprint centered his broad, 
lawny breast, and was as true 
as a die Never to my eyes had it 
looked half so imposing. 

"'One mote before yon leave 
me! One more to match it Irom 
below!' I shouted, and proceeded 
to rekindle my Are and tin* grizzly's 
tree-climbing ardor. 

" In this hitter I found consider- 
able difficulty, as the branding in- 
cident seemed to have imbued He- 
eld fellow wiih deep-rooted diffi- 
dence. A full half-hour of pelting 
witli slicks and bark was required 
lo draw him within reach of my 
prod, although onoe this was accom- 
plished, Ik* speedily became lost in 
a ferocious craving for revenge. So 
overwrought was he with this base 
passion thai he shoi t ly found him- 
self backing out from the fumes of 
burnt hai I again. 

" Now he bore on his breast two 
of symbols of ownership, placed 
perpendicularly and stem to stem. 
So high diil my enthusiasm inn 
that I determined to add one at 

each side, thinking thus to i i- 

plete a design ill which four clover 
leaves radiated from a common 
ci-nter. The grizzly, however, 
would have none of il. A long 
season of futile effort, atteuded by 
a painful gnawing in the region 
where my breakfast and dinner 
should have been, made me decide 
lo send him back lo his haunts 

without I mi her decoration. 

" When 1 descended to put this- 
plan into execution, tin* big brute 
scared me nearly to death by throw- 
ing himself into a tremendous 
bristle and making a furious 
Charge. Me did not really mean it, 
however, for he wavered as lie 
neared ine, and upon my leaping 
forward and extending the glowing 
Clover leaf, reversed ends Willi as 
lonishing alacrity, and wonderfully 
ion- up the earth between ine and 

the no treat clump of limber. 

"That was t i.e last I ever saw of 
my grizzly in the flesh, but I en 
yens later, when looking for cattle 

that had drifted a hundred miles 

off their range,] had an opportu- 
nity of closely examining my 
handiwork on his hide it eatup 

about through a settler's noticing the 
brand on my hnise 

" 'Is that your iron?" he Inquired. 

"On my answering affirmatively, 

he Invited me into his cabin, saying 
(hat he had something to show ine 

There, covering hall the floor, 
sprei (I the pell of a grizzly bear 
which hore the double sign of the 
clover leaf Thinking tO have 
some fun at my host's expense. I 
shook him warmly by the hand, 
saying: 

"'That's my iron all right. 
You're an honest man, and I'm 
right glad to know you. I will 
lake the hide, of course, and in the 
circumstances will agree to say 
nothing at all about the meat.' 

" The set I lei scratched his head 
some lime hi fore answering. 

" ' That was a good word you 
said about jny being an honest man. 
I suppose I can say "he same for 

you ?• 

" ' Yes, airP 1 replied. 

" ' All right, then, hero is youi 

hide. You will owe me something 
for damages, though. Ybui bear 

pulled down six of my cow brutes, 
killed fifteen hogs, and busted open 

thirteen beehives.' 

" ' Prove your losses and I'll 
stand them,' said I, somewhat 
faintly 

" ' That's a go,' agreed the 
tier, prompt I v, and then proceeded 

with great gravity to enumerate the 
losses of his neighbors, finally, 
noting the length my faoe was as- 
suming, he burst out laughing. 

" 'How about it? Hadn't we bet- 
\ that the bear was wild and 
the hide is mine?' 

"'Yes,' I replied. 'You keep 
the hide."' 
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Startling figures and facts were 
presented on Thursday evening at 
the State Conference of Charities 
and Corrections by Mr. Arthur W. 
Towue, Secretary of the State Pro 
batiou Commission, regarding the 
extent of vagrancy and the habits 
of tramps in this State. Over thirty- 
one thousand persons, mainly 
grants, weie given free lodgings in 
New York State, in town and city- 
lockups, during 1906, and the mini 
ber in 1907 will probably be fully as 
large. .Seventy-five cities and towns 
thus provide for their wandering 
visitors. Half of these towns and 
cities also feed the wanderers free of 
charge. 

A large number of places give 
lodgings also to boys, many of them 
as young as ten or twelve years, thus 
encouraging the wandering spirit 
that makes the later tramp. With 
only one slight exception, not a 
single town or city required any 
work at all from the lodgers, in 
return for the lodging or the food 
provided, thus giving absolutely no 
incentive to the wanderer to work 
for his board or meals. 

The speaker urged that the sys 
tern of allowing the police authori- 

l give these free lodging 
well as the similar practice in some 
jails and almshouses, should be 
abolished as a most direct encourage 
meat to vs and that in their 

stead such free lodgings as are 
iry should be furnished by 
the overseer of the: poor, but only 
when repaid by some form of work, 
such as chopping wood 01 breaking 
stone. 

Mr. Towne also brought out the 
fact that tramps h to jail in 

winter. Instead idering a 

jail senten t of the 

year aw 1 form of punishment, they 
welcome it as a chance to keep warm 

and loaf at the public expense. 
Forty tin. at of the commit- 

ments of tramps occur between No- 
vember 1st and February ist. In 
short, the jail or the penitentiary

railroad, on the division from New 
York to Albany, during three 
months of this last summer, there 
were 579 arrests for vagrancy and 
stealing rides, of which over 60 per 
cent were under twenty-one years of 
age. Some boys were as young as 
7 years, but the majority ranged 
from 14 to 17 years. 

While it is generally supposed 
that the drink habit has been chief- 
ly influential in making tramps, 
Mr. Towne took the position that 
the causes of vagrancy are many 
and complex, but that the seeds of 
the wander habit are usually sown 
during boyhood before they be 
addicted to intemperance. One of 
these boyhood causes, and the hard- 
est to eradicate, is the train riding 
habit. More detectives should be 
employed along the railroad tracks 
to demolish ride-stealing. 

Most people look upon the va- 
grancy habit in boys as not serious, 
and as a result, much of it goes un- 
punished. Yet the heads of two of 
the largest juvenile asylums in New 
York assert that the habit is the 
largest existing cause of juvenile 
crime, and that after boys become 
addicted to the habit its effects are 
extremely hard to eradicate. 

The Pinkerton Detecttive Agency 
reports of about 100 bank robberies 
committed by criminal tramps, 
known as yeggmen, each yeai caus- 
ing annual losses of over $100,000. 
It Is probable that of [600 or more 
post-office robberies occurring an 
nually in this country fully ninety 
per cent of them are executed by 

yeg? 

The Continental hire Insurance 
Company of New York, which has 
kept statistics of the causes of fires 
for several years, has proved that 
over three per cent of all tires are 
caused by tramps. These 
chiefly in lumber yards, empty 
freight ears, and on farm prop 
and in the course of a 
amount to many hundred thousands 
of dollars, if not a million. 



Preceding Mr. Towne' s paper the 
report of the Committee on Va- 
grancy and rlomelessneas was read 
by the chairman, Mr. O. l'\ Lewis, 
of the Charity Organization Society 
of New York. The report called 
attention to the very inadequate 
treatment of inebriates in New York 
City. Wayfarer's Lodges, and 
municipal lodging houses, while a 
nice over the town lockup 
and the almhouses as places for 
sheltering vagrants and wanderers in 
return for work doue or to be done, 
are nevertheless not cures for va- 
The committee called brief 
attention to present deplorable con- 
ditions in jails and penitent. 
The total deaths and injuries to rail- 
trespassers throughout the 
United States were emphasized, 
being almost ten thousand 
deaths and injuries to tresp 
yearly upon American railroads, of 
which from one half to three-fourths 
an- tramps. 

"The causes of vagrancy being 
deep seated, the treatment must be 
far more than local," continued the 
committee's 1 ejx>rt. A general move- 
ment throughout New York for the 
meat of vagrancy conditions 
was urged. The committee felt that 
a compulsory labor or industrial 
colony for habitual vagrants is a 
\ in this .State, as well as a 
State Hospital for Inebriates. 

The report concluded by stating 
that " in times of prosperity 
evidently have in this country an

On Wednesday, December 4tb, 
there will be special ceremonies in 
the chapel of the New York Insti- 
tution for the Instruction of the 
Deaf and Dumb, attendant upon 
the unveiling of a memorial tablet 
t«> Isaac Lewis Peet, LL.D. Friends 
of the deaf and graduates of the 
Institution are specially invited to 
be present. The ceremonies will 
begin at 3 o'clock, and the principal 
address will be made by Dr. Charles 
Augustus Stoddard, President of 
the Board of Directors of the Insti- 
tution and a lifelong friend of Dr. 
Peet. 

Isaac Lewis Peet was born on 
the 4th of December, in the year 
1824, and at bis death, whieh oc- 
curred on December 27tb, 1898, 
was seventy-four years of age. He 
was a gradnate of Yale University, 
Class of 1845. He began his life 
work as an educator of the deaf at 
the age of twenty-one years, sod 
for the twenty-two years that fol- 
lowed was teacher and Vice-Prirtci- 
pal of the school. For twenty-six 
years be held the office of Princi- 
pal, and the last five years of bis life 
was Principal Emeritus Alt- 
ther hia connection with the last! 
ion covers more than half a 
century — to be exact, fifty- three 
years. 

Among the profession of educat- 
ing the deaf, no one was looked up- 
on with more honor and rest 
than Dr. Isaac Lewis Peet. As a 
teacher there probably has never 
lived his equal in the instruction of 
the deaf. He was a master of the 
art of gesture and the laut'tiai' 
signs. He comprehended the mind 
of the uneducated deaf child with 
an instinct that was almost super- 
natural, and there never was one 
with intellect so weak that he could 
not give enlightenment. 

He was a most voluminous writer 
on topics that related to the ednca- 
■ n of the deaf, and was oesides 
the author of several books on 
psychology that commanded the at- 
tention) of the scientific world. 
presence and personal i' 
uded benevolence. He was con- 
summately polite without distinc- 
tion as to occasion or individual, 
and his charity was of that open- 
banded and large-hear'ed character 
that knew no bounds, yet was so 
tactfully be st owed tbst the 
eipient felt neither embarrasst 
nor offended- pride. That he was 
loved by all the deaf who had • 
known him, Is a fact that to-day 
•an be testified to by hundreds who 
cherish bis memory with the most 
deep and lasting affection.

membership In the union. The 

average graduate is liable to protest 
at this, but be will be a better print, 
ei and make more money iu Hie end. 
Let him not forget that the average 
twothirder apprentice in union 
offices draws nearly as much pay 
as the regular journey man in an 

open shop. Be a union man and 

command good wages, do not be a 
cheap scab.

A IVrrn'a Uat-l'ul Work. 

Recently, in an Indiana city, a 
ferret performed a task in loss than 
an hour which would have taken 
twelve men an entire day. A tele- 
phone company was installing an 
underground conduit which consist 
ed of five sections, each two blocks 
long. The woi k consisted iii draw- 
ing through the live sections the 
rope with which the heavy cables 
wore to be pulled through the pipe. 
Without the ferret's said the men 

would have been obliged to use a 

jointed rod, starting at one end 
and screwing on joint after joint 
until il reached the other end. 

A rope was attached to a harness 
encircling the ferret's slender body. 
Its nose was then pushed into the 
Opening of the conduit. At the 
other end, Iwo blocks away, a piece 
of fresh meat was held Soon the 
ferret scented the meal and darted 
into Iho OOndUlt Alter him went 
the rope attached to his harness, 
and ho did not slop until ho was at 
the Other end, and the rope with 
him Ho made the run rapidly. 

As soon as Iho ferret had gone 
through one conduit, he was stait 
ed through another, the meat being 
held at the opposite end. He went 
through again, and after a rest, 

made the third trip lb itinoed 

this until all live conduits were 
threaded. Thou the cables wore 
pulled through. It would have 
takM a dozen men all day to have 
done the same work, and the tele- 
phono company estimated Unit the 
ferret saved them just forty dollar*
